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the Council, and the ſage Remonſtrances 
of ſeveral Mandarines, who repreſent- 
ed, that a Man who from his Infancy

How happy is that Prince! ſaid Malek- 
Al-Salem, and how admirable is his 
Clemency! He is alſo the object of the 
tender Love of all his People, ſaid Holonja; 
and if any thing can afflict us, it is, 
that not one of the many Sultaneſſes, 


that are in his Seraglio, has yet known 


how to touch his Heart; and if he con-

butes of Reſpect and Submiſſion, to 
which the young Peovle, you bought in 


Circaſſia, are utter Strangers; and: 


were I Miſtreſs of ſuch a Share of Beau- 
ty as micht grtract the Eyes of your 
dultan, as much Merit as he otherways 
might have, I would make him know 
the difference between a Princeſs as I 
am and a Slave; and how far more 
elevated are the Sentiments of the One 
than of the Other: A noble Hanghti- 
neſs in our Sex makes us eſteemed;

which they deſerve. I may ſeem per- 


haps too knowing for my Age, but 
the Princeſs, my Mother, whoſe roy- 


al Blood raiſed her Soul above thoſe of 
her Sex, engraved ſo early theſe Leſ- 
: | _ tons 
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ſons in my Memory, that the Impreſ- 
ſion will eternally remain. 
Malek-Al-Salem heard his Daughter 
with admiration. In reality, ſaid he, 
of all the Sultaneſſes of my Seraglio, 
not One knew the way to my Heart, 
like the charming Abadan-Sciroux, Mo- 
ther of Alroamat and Gulchenr ax, her 


Reſervedneſs, her Modeſty, every thing 


enchanted in that adorable Princeſs ; 
and Life has always been a Burden to 
me, ſince the cruel Moment I loſt her 
for ever. 

Ceaſe theſe ſad and melancholy Re- 
flections, ſaid Holonja, I very well un- 
derſtand the force and ſolidity of your 
Daughter's Argument; but its Execu- 


tion is very Difficult ; Princeſſes are not 
always as beautiful as thoſe of Georgia, 


and as it is not eaſy to enter their A-

awed however by the Preſence of Ma- 
lek- Al-Salem, that had thrown off the 
Habit of a Dervize, and who, Holonja 
had told him, was the Father of that 
beautiful young Lady, as well as by a 
noble Haughtineſs that governed all his 
Actions, he waired a more favourable 
Opportunity, that the Reſpe& he paid 
her, might make her thoroughly un- 
derſtand what his Heart felt for her;

tion: I was not long ſince the Maſter 
of this Houſe, and I made Preparation 
to go to Ipabhan, when my Wife, with 
whom thou ſate laſt Night at Supper, 
took this Opportunity to murder me, 
with the Aſſiſtance of my Brother, 
with whom ſhe carried on a criminal 
Converſation.

As Ganem was very hand- 
ſom, it was not long before he was al-

or ten Years laſt paſt travelled all over 
the Ladies. | 
Degander and Canem could not help 
laughing at the Conceit of this Wo- 
man. This may be ſo, ſaid my Mo- 
ther; but I would fee them play be- 
fore I would make myſelf known; 
and if they are thoſe People that we 
uſed to act with, I ſhould encreaſe their 
Joy, by ſurprizing and ſhewing in 
a Moment whar they will the leaſt ex- 
pect. The old Woman fucked in this 
Diſcourſe, and took upon her to 1e- 
cure us Places; and we went to ſee 
them the firſt Time of their acting, 
which 
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which happened a few Days after this 
Converſation. 

This Company was compoſed of ve- 
ry good Actors. Degander finding her 
Subſtance leſſening every Day, took 
all of a ſudden a very odd Reſolution. 
My dear Husband, ſaid ſhe to Ganem, 
J have thought upon an Expedient that 
may put us out of the reach of Miſe- 
ry; let us turn Players. My Father 
upon this leaped for Joy, embracing 
my Mother very tenderly. I have long 
ſince entertain'd theſe Thoughts, ſaid 
he, but I dared not propoſe them to 
yon. Why that Nicety ? added ſhe ; 
no body knows us. here. As we have 
always lived im this Place in Obſcurity, 
none can imagine we were of any other 
Employment than that which we are 
going to embrace; and our old Landla- 
dy will ſerve to make it believed that 
we never had in all our Lives any other 
way of Living. Do you think you have 
a Talent {for it? 1 own, ſaid Ganem, 
that this was always my predominant 
Paſſion, and if I had been ſuffered to 
follow my Inclination, and had not 
been 
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been hindered by the Love I had for 
you from my very Childhood, I ſhould 
have ſoon reſolved upon it, and lifted 
myſelf in the firſt Company that ſhould 
paſs through Ceylon. I never puſtied 
my Deſires ſo far, continued Dogauder : 
I only wiſhed that young Women of

vacity of Action, and Nature, that all 
the Spectators returned highly pleaſed 
with the Play, and the new Actors, 

My Mother was then above twenty 
Years of Age ; nothing was more beau- 
tiful: And all the young Lords of A- 
chem, imagining they could find as fa- 
vourable Acceſs to her as to common 
Female Players, peſter'd her with Vi- 
ſits. .

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up her Honour on the Perſecutions of 


this Favourite, treated him with a great 


deal of Haughtineſs. Ganem is ſuppoſed ; 
guilty of Crimes that merit Death ; _ 


and his Enemy in one of the laſt Scenes 
perſents him with his own Hand a Cup 
of Poiſon and a Ponyard. My Father 
before his making Choice of one of theſe 
two kinds of Death, moſt boldly braved 


his Rival, recommending it to his Wife : 
to revenge him if poſſible ; and after

This Prince loved me 
with ſo much Tenderneſs, that to have 
me always in his Preſence, he permit= 
ted me by a ſingular Privilege to come 
into the inner part of the Seraglio, at 
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all Hours of the Day. The chief Rea- 
fon why the Sultan gave me Entrance 
into a Place forbidden all other Men, was 
becauſe he was not ignorant of the ex- 


treme Averſion I had for the Sex, and 
how I deteſted the fatal Effects of Love. 


Reading of all the Misfortunes that 
generally attend this ftrange Paſſion, had 
ſo put me upon my Guard againſt it, 
that I had taken a firm Reſolution never 
to ſuffer my Heart to be ſurprized. 
The Sultan rallied me often upon my 
Inſenſibility : My Lord ſaid I, I do not 
hate Women, but I fear them; they 
may diſturb the Tranquillity of myLife; 
this is the reaſon I look upon them with 


ſo much Indifference. God grant that I 


may perſevere in the Deſigns I have 
formed to keep my Liberty. Some- 


thing like this, Madam, was very of- 


ten the Converſation I had with the 
Sultan. One Day as we were upon the 
fame Topick, they came to tell him that 
his Prime Vizir Houſſau-Ben- San was 
fallen into a kind of Frenzy, that had 
attacked him ſeveral Times before with 


a great 
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a great deal of Violence. As he ten- 
derly loved this Vizir, he ordered me 
to go and aſſiſt him. The News that 
they had brought the Sultan was but 
too true; Honſſan-Ben-San was in ſo 
great a Delirium, that I was forced to 
have him tied, his Fury redoubled up- 
on him every Inſtant, and it was not 
till after he had been let Blood in the 


| Foot; and in about ſeven or eight Hours 


time he began to come to his Senſes. 
Banou-Raſjid, ſaid he to me, I am go- 


Ing to appear before the 'Tribunal of 


God; Ialready feel the cold and freez- 
ing Wind of Death that blows at m 


Bed's Head, and all the Art of Phyſick 


is not capable of curing me. My Lord, 
ſaid I, your Diſtemper is not ſo in- 
curable as you believe it, endeavour 
to overcome this black Humour that is 
ſo predominant: Is there any one in 
all Aſtracau that has more reaſon to be 
contented than you? Ah, my dear 
Friend, added he in graſping my Hand, 
how dreadful are Appearances! There 
is no Body apparently onght to be 9 
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ſatisfied with his Fortune than myſelf. 
I have more Riches than ſhould be de- 
fired, my Seraglio is full of moſt heau- 
tiful Circaſſzans ; one young Woman on- 
ly of mine is equal in Beauty to the 
Houris; this is the external Splendor 


of my Family : But a Worm which has 
gnawn me theſe thirty Years, recals to 


my Remembrance. a Chain of Crimes 


which renders me a Horror to myſelf. 
Since that Day J have not taſted any 
true Repoſe; always agitated by the 


cruel Movements of Conſcience, I ſee 


before my Eyes the frightful Ghofts of 
a Siſter and her Son whom I barba- 
rouſly murdered ; their Blood, and 
that of one of our Sultans, riſes up 
every Moment againſt me. I fhudder 
with Horror, when 1 think they are 
going within Tome Hours to reproach 


me with my inhuman Cruelty before

Body, it grew in an Inſtant as big as 
an Apple; he took it into his Hands, 
and having ſhut it up very cloſe in a 
lictle leathern Bag, which he tied

I HAD a Slave his Size, who had

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Impoſture. I never really was, nor 


am I now, the Mandarine Fum-Hoam, 


he is now actually at Gannan. I only 


took upon me his Shape, every time 
I had Occaſion. You not Fum-Hoam, 
cried the King of China! who are 


you then? I am a Perſian, my Lord, 


I was born at Tefiis, in this Palace, 
and in this very Chamber did I firit 
ſee Light. In this Chamber ! replied 
Malekalſulem, Ah! how is this poſſi- 
ble?
